No. 2 — To make the basic 
school tax $1.25 without a popu­ 
lar vote. It's 89 cents now in the 
City of St. Louis and $1 mother 
city and town districts.

maximum that could be passed 
by a simple majority vote would 
increase from $3 to $3.75. Aft­ 
er tliat a two-thirds vote would 
be required. 


No. 3— The big one, being 
backed by Gov. Warren E.

a group of rural House mem­ 
bers. 
It is an attempt to meet the 
federal court's year-old order 
to reapportion the legislature 
on a one man-one vote basis.

Democrats and Republicans 
alike applauded the determina­ 
tion he expressed Wednesday 
night in his State of the Union 
message to press for peace al­ 
though “we have received no 
response to prove either suc­ 
cess or failure'' on the current 
American peace offensive. 
While Democrats applauded 
his declaration that he would 
not permit the war to sidetrack 
his “ Great Society'* programs, 
Republicans attacked many of 
his 
domestic 
program 
proposals 
and his assertion 
that the budget deficit for the 
next fiscal year would be held 
to $1.8 billion. 
On the domestic front, the 
President's sweeping proposals 
ranged from plans to combat 
crime in the streets to estab­ 
lishment of a Cabinet-level de­ 
partment of transportation. He 
asked for laws to guarantee 
equality for Negroes in 
the 
courts and in housing and a 
constitutional amendment which 
would extend the 
two • year 
terms of House members to four 
years. 
He asked for money to push 
ahead on the health and educa­ 
tion programs enacted last year 
and to expand the antipoverty 
program. He called for the com­ 
plete rebuilding 
of 
entire 
central and slum areas of sev­ 
eral cities and an attack on the 
polluting of the nation's rivers. 
He said he would propose legis­ 
lation aimed at cutting down on 
traffic slaughter.

William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., said "The President's 
courageous and sensible call for 
increased revenues to meet the 
sharp step-up in defense is in 
the best tradition of responsible 
government." 
Johnson devoted about one- 
third of his 52-minute speech to 
Viet Nam. 
After restating U £. deter­ 
mination to remain there until 
aggression is halted, he men­ 
tioned the 21-day pause in 
bombing of North Viet Nam and 
said the government has been 
working “with imagination and 
endurance—to remove any bar­ 
rier to peaceful settlement." 
Johnson said “we will work 
for a cease-fire now or once dis­ 
cussions have begun. We will 
respond if others reduce their 
use of force: and we will with­ 
draw our soldiers once South 
Viet Nam is securely guaran­ 
teed the right to shape its own 
future.” 
If peace efforts fail, he said, 
"we will act as we must to help 
protect the independence of the 
valiant people of South Viet 
Nam."

Nam to start scaling down the 
war in Southeast Asia without 
negotiations or even an agreed 
cease<fire. 
“We will respond," he said, 
playing it in low-key, "if others 
reduce their use of for ce." 
Some of the President’s clos­ 
est advisers think that is, in 
fact, the way the war may begin 
to end — not with a great con­ 
ference or a formal truce but 
with a slow dwindling of hostili­ 
ties. 
In his address to Congress 
Wednesday night, the President 
for the first time put the full 
weight of his own authority be­ 
hind this alternative with a flat 
commitment to begin de-esca­ 


lating the conflict if and when 
the Communists are ready. 
In recent days dispatches 
from Viet Nam have indicated 
some decline in Viet Cong offen­ 
sive activity. Administration of­ 
ficials said they had no way of 
judging whether this is signifi­ 
cant. It could have been, how­ 
ever, a factor in Johnson's deci­ 
sion to declare at this time his 
readiness to reduce the fighting 
through parallel actions by both 
sides. 
Johnson put forth the proposi­ 
tion without detracting in any 
way from his major effort, now 
three weeks old, to get the Com­ 
munists to agree to a confer­ 
ence and a cease-fire. But In 
this field he had no significant 
new concessions to offer, though 
two points he made may be 
read by Communist leaders in 


Hanoi with special interest. 
He declared the United States 
is ready to discuss and consider 
"the views of any group," spe­ 
cifically including a four-point 
peace program advanced by 
Hanoi. 
The reference to "any group" 
was broad enough to include the 
National 
Liberation 
Front, 
which is the political arm of the 
Viet Cong guerrillas fighting in 
South Viet Nam. Participation 
of the Front in a peace confer­ 
ence has been one of Hanoi's 
objectives. Johnson himself had 
said previously this issue would 
be resolved.

future." 
This 
commitment 
is two- 
edged: The troops will be with­ 
drawn someday but not before 
South Viet Nam is secure from 
Communist conquest. 
If the Communists are insist­ 
ing — in current secret diplo­ 
macy — on UJS. withdrawal be­ 
fore negotiations. 
Exactly where the peace of­ 
fensive stands was left a mys­ 
tery though Johnson reviewed it 
at length. He avoided assessing 
progress and simply said that so 
far there has been no response 
from Hanoi "to prove either 
success or ftiilure." 
In his careful choice of words 
the implication was strong that 
there has been some inconclu­ 
sive 
response 
from 
Hanoi 
through other governments. 
Much of Johnson's report on 


the Southeast Asian conflict ap­ 
peared to be directed to Hanoi 
as well as to the Congress from 
which he asked new billions of 
dollars to carry on the conflict 
as he may judge necessary. 
His message to Hanoi was a 
combination of peace appeal 
and war warning, designed to 
encourage North Viet Nam to 
break away from Red China. In 
an apparent reference to Red 
China he said "there may be 
some who do not want peace" 
but welcome continuing conflict 
in Viet Nam because it suits 
their own ambitions. 
But others, he said in words 
that seemed written for North 
Viet Nam, must now realize 
that the only choice they have is 
"between peace and the rav­ 
ages of a conflict from which 
they can only lose.” 


NEW YORK (AP) — A Har­ 
vard University psychiatrist 
proposes that a new course be 
taught in the nation's schools 
and colleges -"practice drink­ 
ing." 


Tlie psychiatrist, Dr. Morris 
Chaletz, t o l d a conference 
Wednesday on "Alcohol and 
Food in Health and Disease" 
that the purpose of the course 
would be to instruct young peo­ 
ple how to drink socially under 
supervised conditions. 
“ Alcohol is here to stay,” he 
said, "and people must learn to 
develop a healthy attitude to­ 
ward it." 
Chafetz suggested that "prac­ 
tice drinking*' be initiated at a 
very early age, in elementary 
school, and continue through 
college. He said that the young­ 
est children should be given 


very weak drinks at first, per­ 
haps sherry in water, with the 
alcoholic contents gradually in­ 
creased for the older students. 
Chafetz, an assistant clinical 
professor of psychiatry at Har­ 
vard, is also director of the Al­ 
coholic Clinic and Acute Alco­ 
holic 
Psychiatric Service of 
Massachusetts General 
Hos­ 
pital in Boston. 
He told the conference that 
the home is not the place to 
teach youngsters how to hold 
their liquor because many par­ 
ents have guilt feelings about 
their own drinking. In school,he 
said, the young people could be 
instructed on the hazards of im­ 
proper use of alcohol. 
Chafetz contended that the 
drinking would not encourage 
heavy consumption but would 
reduce it because there would 
be fewer heavy drinkers.

Restoration of 
normal service was promised 
by noon.

The monumental traffic 
crush associated with the strike 
built up even as the dispute 
was resolved. 
Before the Transit Authority 
set the noon hour for resump­ 
tion of full service of its 6,500- 
subway car and 4,000-bus sys­ 
tem, Mayor John V.Lindsay had 
said he did not expect it before 
"late tonight or early Friday.” 
The striking AFL-CIO unions- 
the Transport Workers Union 
and the Amalgamated Transit 
Union — agreed to mediators' 
settlement terms shortly before 
6:30 a.m. 
By 8 a.m., the first segment 
of the 237-mile4ong subway sys­ 
tem was carrying its first pay­ 
ing passenger since New Year's 
Day. A half-hour later the Tran­ 
sit Authority announced that 3,- 
200 buses were in operation. 
Although describing 
it as 
"fruitless to get into the num­ 
bers game," Lindsay evaluated 
the new two-year labor contract 
for 34,400 workers at $52 mil­ 
lion. But a TWU lawyer said it 
"is for $69,980,000 to 
the 
penny." 
The Transit Authority esti­ 
mated the unions* original de­ 
mands at $680 million. The de­ 
mands were reduced to $216 
million before the 5 a.m. Jan. 
I strike and scaled down again 
to be reported $100 million 
during negotiations. 
In late morning, 
Supreme 
Court Justice Abraham N.Gell- 
er signed an order freeing ail­ 
ing union chief Michael J. Quill 
and eight other labor leaders 
from jail sentences he imposed 
for contempt. At the same time 
he 
dismissed 
a proceeding 
which sought $324,000-a-day un­ 
ion fines for ignoring an in­ 
junction forbidding the strike. 
Quill, who collapsed two hours 
after being jailed, remained in 
Bellevue Hospital, but his col­ 
leagues walked out of civil jail 
shortly after the judge signed 
his order. 
Douglas L Mac Mahon, acting 
head of the union, commented: 
"We are happy at the result, 
we feel we have achieved 
a 
large measure of justice in orr 
demands. We are very, very 
glad to go back to rendering 
the services we have in the 
past." 
MacMahon said he figured the 
two-year contract package at 
$70 million. One source close 
to the negotiations, however, 
said the figure was about $52 
million. 
Mayor John V, Lindsay, a Re­ 
publican who took office the day 
the 34,000 bus and subway em­ 
ployes walked off the job, made 
no immediate statement after 
the strike's settlement. 
MacMahon said the Transit 
Authority had agreed that there 
would be "no reprisals" against 
the strikers. It also agreed to 
withdraw its suit for $322,000a 
day in damages against the un­ 
ions, he said. 
Quill and the other union lead­ 
ers were arrested Jan. 4 when 
they refused to heed a state 
court injunction prohibiting the 
strike. 
Quill collapsed two 
hours after his arrest and has 
been confined at Bellevue Hos­ 
pital. 
The subway workers would 
receive a four per cent increase 
in salaries retroactive to Jan. 
I, the day they walked out. An­ 
other four per cent increase 
would be effective Jan. I, 1967, 
and a seven per cent increase 
would come on July I, 1967. 
The panel recommended that 
the hourly wages of motormen, 
for instance, be raised from 
$3.46 to $4 over the life of the 
contract.

Democrats and Republicans 
alike applauded the determina­ 
tion he expressed Wednesday 
night in his State of the Union 
message to press for peace al­ 
though “ we have received no 
response to prove either suc­ 
cess or failure” on the current 
American peace offensive. 
While Democrats applauded 
his declaration that he would 
not permit the war to sidetrack 
his ’’Great Society” programs, 
Republicans attacked many of 
his 
domestic 
program 
proposals 
and 
his assertion 
that the budget deficit for the 
next fiscal year would be held 
to $1.8 billion. 
On the domestic front, the 
President’s sweeping proposals 
ranged from plans to combat 
crime in the streets to estab­ 
lishment of a Cabinet-level de­ 
partment of transportation. He 
asked for laws to guarantee 
equality for Negroes in 
the 
courts and in housing and a 
constitutional amendment which 
would extend the 
two • year 
term s of House members to four 
years. 
He asked for money to push 
ahead on the health and educa­ 
tion programs enacted last year 
and to expand the antipoverty 
program. He called for the com­ 
plete rebuilding 
of 
entire 
central and slum areas of sev­ 
eral cities and an attack on the 
polluting of the nation’s rivers. 
He said he would propose legis­ 
lation aimed at cutting down on 
traffic slaughter.

for “ a new and daring direction 
to our foreign aid program” 
with help to nations trying to 
control population growth.

“ Personally I would rather 
raise taxes on liquor and tobac­ 
co than make the changes the 
President suggests,” said Sen. 
Russell B.Long, D-La., the new 
Finance Committee chairman. 


“ I am opposed" to rescinding 
the phone tax cut, said Sen. 
Frank Carlson, R-Kan., senior 
GOP member of the committee. 
But Sen. William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., said “ The President’s 
courageous and sensible call for 
increased revenues to meet the 
sharp step-up in defense is in 
the best tradition of responsible 
government.” 
Johnson devoted about one- 
third of his 52-minute speech to 
Viet Nam. 
After restating UJ5. deter­ 
mination to remain there until 
aggression is halted, he men­ 
tioned the 
21-day 
pause in 
bombing of North Viet Nam and 
said the government has been 
working “ with imagination and 
endurance—to remove any bar­ 
rier to peaceful settlement.” 
Johnson said “ we will work 
for a cease-fire now or once dis­ 
cussions have begun. We will 
respond if others reduce their 
use of force: and we will with­ 
draw our soldiers once South 
Viet Nam is securely guaran­ 
teed the right to shape its own 
future.” 
If peace efforts foil, he said, 
“ we will act as we must to help 
protect the Independence of the 
valiant people of South Viet 
Nam.” 
But, pledged Johnson, “ I am 
hopeful, and I will try the best I 
can with everything I’ve got to

North Viet Nam Invited to Scale Down War 


Practice Drinking' Urged 
For Children in School 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Bur- 
led deep In President Johnson’s 
State of the Union message is a 
10-word proposal to North Viet 
Nam to start scaling down the 
war in Southeast Asia without 
negotiations or even an agreed 
cease-flre, 
“ We will respond,” he said, 
playing It in low-key, “ if others 
reduce their use of force.” 
Some of (tie President’s clos- 
est advisers think that is, Us 
fact, the way the war may begin 
to end — not with a great con­ 
ference or a formal truce but 
with a si ov/ dwindling of hostili­ 
ties. 
In his address to Congress 
Wednesday night, the President 
for the first time put the full 
weight of his own authority be­ 
hind this alternative with a flat 
commitment to begin deesca­ 


lating the conflict if and when 
the Communists are ready, 
In 
recent 
days dispatches 
from Viet Nam have indicated 
some decline in Viet Cong offen­ 
sive activity. Administration of­ 
ficials said they had no way of 
judging whether tills is signifi­ 
cant. it could have t»een, how­ 
ever, a foetor in Johnson’s deci­ 
sion to declare at this time his 
readiness to reduce the fighting 
through parallel actions byboth 
sides. 
Johnson put forth the proposi­ 
tion without detracting in any 
way from his major effort, now 
three weeks old, to get the Com­ 
munists to agree to a confer­ 
ence and a cease-fire. But in 
this field he had no significant 
new concessions to offer, though 
two points he made may be 
read by Communist leaders in 


Hanoi with special Interest. 
He declared the United States 
is ready to discuss and consider 
“ the views of any group,” spe­ 
cifically including a four-point 
peace 
program advanced by 
Hanoi, 
The reference to “ any group” 
was broad enough to include Ute 
National 
Liberation 
Front, 
which is the political arm of the 
Viet Cong guerrillas fighting in 
South Viet Nam. Participation 
of the Front in a peace confer­ 
ence has been one of Hanoi’s 
objectives. Johnson himself had 
said previously this issue would 
be resolved. 
The other point of possible 
special Interest to Hanoi was a, 
promise by Johnson “ to with­ 
draw oui soldiers once South 
Viet Nam is securely guaran­ 
teed the right to shape Its own 


future.” 
This 
commitment 
is two- 
edged: The troops will be with­ 
drawn someday but not before 
tu f t Viet Nam is secure from 
Communist conquest. 
lf the Communists are insist­ 
ing — in current secret diplo­ 
macy — on UJS. withdrawal be­ 
fore negotiations. 
Exactly where the peace of­ 
fensive stands was left a mys­ 
tery though Johnson reviewed it 
at length. He avoided assessing 
progress and simply said that so 
for there has been no response 
from Hanoi “ to prove either 
success or foilure.” 
In his careful choice of words 
the implication was strong tliat 
there lias been some inconclu­ 
sive 
response 
from 
Hanoi 
through oilier governments. 
Much of Johnson’s report on 


the Southeast Aslan conflict ap­ 
peared to be directed to Hanoi 
as well as to the Congress from 
which he asked new billions of 
dollars to carry on tile conflict 
as he may judge necessary. 
His message to Hanoi was a 
combination of peace appeal 
and war warning, designed to 
encourage North Viet Nam to 
break away from Red China.

“ Alcohol is here to stay,” he 
said, “and people must learn to 
develop a healthy attitude to­ 
ward U.” 
Chafetz suggested that “ prac­ 
tice drinking’’ he initiated at a 
very early age, in elementary 
schoul, and continue through 
college. He said that the young­ 
est children should be given 


very weak drinks at first, per­ 
haps sherry In water, with the 
alcoholic contents gradually in- 
creased for the older students. 
Chafetz, an assistant clinical 
professor of psychiatry at Har­ 
vard- is also director of the Al­ 
coholic Clinic and Acute Alco­ 
holic 
Psychiatric Service of 
Massachusetts General 
Hos­ 
pital in Boston. 
He told the conference that 
the home is not the place to 
teach youngsters how to hold 
their liquor because many par­ 
ents have guilt feelings about 
their own drinking. In school,he 
said, the young people could be 
instructed on the ha zar Us of im­ 
proper use of alcohol. 
Chafetz contended that tile 
drinking would not encourage 
heavy consumption but would 
reduce It because there would 
be fewer heavy drinkers.

By 8 a.m ., the first segment 
of the 237-mtle4ong subway sys­ 
tem was carrying its first pay­ 
ing passenger since New Year’s 
Day. A half-hour later the Tran­ 
sit Authority announced that 3,- 
200 buses were in operation.

bers game,” Lindsay evaluated 
the new two-year labor contract 
for 34,400 workers at $52 mil­ 
lion.

LEAVE IT TO THE COURT? 
Some of the scattered opposition to Prop­ 
osition No. 3, on Missouri House redistrict­ 
ing, now argues that it would be better to 
let a federal court accomplish this task. Who 
would gain by that? 
Nobody can be certain what the court would 
do. It might order an at-large election of State 
Representatives. In that case some of the rural 
and Republican opponents of Proposition No. 3 
would surely lose House representation in the 
tide of urban votes. 
No, the opponents argue, the court would 
not do that; it would reapportion the House 
itself. They cannot be sure. If the court did 
reapportion, it would probably do a good job 
—and that means it would save no seats for 
rural and minority groups that do not deserve 
them. 
Even so, the opponents contend, it would 
be better to rely on the court than on a com­ 
mission controlled by a partisan Governor. 
Controlled how? Under Proposition No. 3 the 
Governor could only appoint a redistricting 
commission from names proposed by ten Re­ 
publican and ten Democratic district commit­ 
tees. In these circumstances a Governor would 
have trouble trying to control his own party’s 
choices, much less those of the opposition 
party. 
Proposition No. 3 offers a procedure sim­ 
ilar to that long and satisfactorily employed 
for the State Senate. The sudden criticism of 
it seems partly to be a hangover from efforts 
of outstate House leaders to retain control 
over their seats. As the Missouri League of 
Women Voters indicates, in supporting the Prop­ 
osition, reapportionment is no place for legisla­ 
tive self-interest, or for partisanship. 
Not even the opponents would gain anything 
by letting the court tackle House apportion­ 
ment. Missouri would lose an opportunity to 
settle the problem constitutionally, once and for 
all. The state cannot expect the courts to assume 
the responsibility of drawing legislative districts 
every ten years. Indeed, the court expressly 
recognized that this was the state’s responsi­ 
bility; the court will act only if the state does 
not. 
Nobody has proposed nearly as sound an 
answer to Missouri’s responsibility as Prop­ 
osition No. 3. It offers a fair, tested and final 
u answgrr ~ Misstnrrf wteTS should accept it at 
the polls on Friday, and not expect the court 
to do what they can do for themselves.

THE BACK OF THE POVERTY FRONT 
At the peak of depression back in the ’30s, 
mortgage foreclosures hit an annual total of two 
hundred and fifty thousand. During the first two 
quarters of 1965 FHA mortgage foreclosures 
have been running at the rate of thirty thousand 
each quarter or an annual rate of a hundred and 
twenty thousand. 
It can be safely assumed that each such fore­ 
closure represents a shattered dream on the part 
of the purchasers who for one reason or another 
simply could not keep up the payments on their 
homes. 
It is also safe to assume that each such fore­ 
closure represented an addition to the welfare 
load in the county or state, particularly since it 
is the policy of the Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion to proceed with foreclosure only as a last 
resort. 
No small part of the problem of financial self- 
sufficiency for every individual in every family in 
the lower income brackets is the punishing bur­ 
den of the cost of government. If the financial 
wheels of the small family-sized business arete 
turn at all, there must first be overcome the 
dead weight of carrying along the spendthrift and 
far too expensive conglomeration of government­ 
al agencies and their reports. Some of the se have 
their own taxing authority. Tho se without it seem 
to easily persuade legislative bodies to expand 
the burden on the taxpayer. Along with their in­ 
creasing cut out of every paycheck, the many 
agencies of government produce their own show­ 
er of official forms which must be filled out or 
subject to summons, etc. 
The average small person struggling to sur­ 
vive and attempting to attend to his own business 
finds that he must first take care of everybody 
else and that the agencies of government have 
made his business their business. 
If he fails, he is just another statistic to gov­ 
ernm ent—but not to those who depend on hi rn for 
a paycheck along with his own family.

THE TWENTY- 
SECOND AMENDMENT 
The Constitution of the Uni­ 
ted States sets up a structure 
of limitations on the power of 
government which is one of the 
most carefully designed, and 
for a long time was much the 
most successful, in all history. 
This was the main purpose of 
the founders, and they achieved 
it. 
Still, many Americans of 1788 
who voted on the ratification of 
the Constitution were not satis­ 
fied that its system of checks 
and balances alone would suf­ 
fice to rule out tyranny. So they 
insisted on the adoption of a Bill 
of Rights which would specif­ 
ically protect individual liberty. 
Several states made this an 
ironclad condition for their ap­ 
proval of the Constitution. 
The Bill of Rights was put in 


the form of the first ten amend­ 
ments to the Constitution and 
was adopted without significant 
dissent. Since then, there have 
been fourteen additional amend­ 
ments to our Constitution. 
Several of these later amend­ 
ments have set limits on the 
powers of state governments. 
The effect of this, through deci­ 
sions by federal 
courts, has 
been to extend the power of 
the federal government. Only 
one amendment 
since the Bill 
of Rights has set an additional 
limit on the powers of the fed­ 
eral government, grown so gi­ 
gantic in the twentieth century. 
That one is the Twenty-Sec­ 
ond Amendment which limits 
the length of time any man may 
serve as President of the Uni­ 
ted States to two elected four- 
year term s. That amendment 
stands as a firm barrier to any 
would-be American dictator. I 
take great pride in my success 
in getting the last twelve state 
legislatures to ratify. HLH

Leaders of Paralyzing Transit 
Strike Refused to Leave Prison 
to Speed Peace 
New York: -- For generation 
onto generation historians will 
dolefully record in their his­ 
tories of civilian strife that 
labor leaders were heaved into 
the dungeons during the great 
transit strike of 1966. 
Therefore be it also recorded 
that there now is evidence that 
this was all a hoax and that 
the nine interned transit union 
leaders wanted to stay in the 
stir, and that they could have 
walked in and out of jail with­ 
out ending the paralysis and that 
many of those on the inside 
knew it. 
This includes those who were 
shouting loudest for the re ­ 
lease of the imprisoned pro­ 
letarians. They knew because 
they were told by the Trans­ 
port Workers Union’s “ second 
line of command” to keep their 
noses out of the union’s affairs 
and not to put real heat on for 
release 
of Quill’s personal 
m artyrs. 
The words from the union’s 
negotiators were: “ Mind your 
own business. Let them stay 
in prison. We don’t want them 
out now.” This was told to a 
delegation of very startled la­ 
bor leaders 
about 
ll p.m. 
Thursday, Jan. 6, in a lush 
Hotel Americana suite, today’s 
version of the Paris Commune’s 
barricades. 
It all began when the very 
dedicated Harry Van Arsdale, 
Jr., president of the city’s mil­ 
lion-member 
Central 
Labor 
Council -- who burns daylight 
and magically avoids sleeping-- 
called the Council’s executive 
committee together that Thurs­ 
day. 
There came to the Hotel Com­ 
modore the powerful and tra ­ 
ditionally the best informed la­ 
bor leaders in the land. But 
they soon discovered they knew 
not what Mike Quill wanted. 
The thunderer was with oxygen 
in Bellevue Hospital. So Harry 
said Mike’s real second-in- 
command, 
international sec­ 
retary - treasurer, 
Matthew 
Guinan, is a vice president of 
this central council. Why then 
don’t we bring him here and 
have him tell us what it will 
really take to get this subway 
strike settled? All agreed. 
But “ Matty” was in the city 
prison. So what? 
So contact was made. 
Matty must have some time 
off from jail (to which he had 
been sentenced along with Quill 
and the others until they would 
call off the strike). There were 
no objections from the judge. 
Nor the warden. Certainly Matty 
could 
leave the jail in the 
custody of a sheriff, go to a 
council meeting and explain why 
the people of the tunnels had 
revolted. 


But the hour was late. The 
time 
had come to see Mayor 
Lindsay in City Hall. They went. 
They asked Mr. Lindsay to ap­ 
prove the freeing of the entire 
imprisoned lot. Certainly, said 
Lindsay. 
Then the group of labor men 
went up to the Hotel Americana. 
The sequence is not important. 
Fact is they saw the right 
honorable Joseph (^Grady, head 
of the Transit Authority, as 
gentle an Irishman as ever sang 
a lullaby. 


Nominally, it is Mr. 0*Grady 
who had asked for hustling the 
rebels into the bastille. The 
itinerant labor delegation asked 
the allegedly terrible O’ Grady 
why he had rushed Mike’s men 
to the pokey. And why does he 
not free them. 
“ And what makes you think 
they want to come out?” asked 
the weary Joe O'Grady with a 
soft smile. 
And so the crusading laborites 
went to see the terrible-tem ­ 
pered, 
proletarian! y - prosed 
Douglas MacMahon, head of the 
striking union’s “ second line of 
command.” We can get your 
people out of prison, at least 
we can get Matty out, they said 
in effect. And then in effect, 
MacMahon snapped, why don’t 
you fellows mind your own busi­ 
ness? Leave Matty alone. Leave 
them all alone. Leave the union 
alone. Let them stay in prison, 
it’s good for the strike. 
Thus the release 
of Matty 
Guinan was vetoed. They stayed 
in 
prison. 
On Sunday, when 
everybody was trying to get the 
transit 
machinery 
running 
again, for the good of the city 
and for the good of the nation, 
which 
now was feeling the ef­ 
fects of strangulation in Got­ 
ham, Matty had another chance 
to get out. So did the others-- 
without ending the strike. Mayor 
Lindsay was ready to send po­ 
lice cars for them to come to 
City Hall and negotiate. But 
once more the union brain- 
trust decided to prolong the 
martyrdom. 
Yet all this time the labor 
leaders here were shouting for 
the release of the persecuted. 
They had no other course. How 
can you leave a brother in the 
can -- even if it has built in 
television? 
And all this time they were 
saying their release would be 
a contribution towards shorten­ 
ing the dispute. 
And all this time the city was 
losing $100 million a day. 
All this time the world was 
being told that the biggest snag 
to settlement was the release 
of the prisoners. 
So you see, fellow students, 
labor relations 
isn’t always 
what the good professor thinks 
it is. A class room does not 
always an education make. 


TEL AVIV—No country 
in 
modern history has had such 
odds lined up against it as Is­ 
rael. 
It is surrounded, directly or 
indirectly, by 13 Arab nations 
with a population of IOO mil­ 
lion people holding 4 million 
square miles of territory. Is­ 
rael has only 8,000 miles of 
territory, in which live only 
2,500,000 people. At one point 
Israel is only 7 miles wide. 
Those two and a half mil­ 
lion people have experienced 
an Arab boycott of their prod- 
cuts, a refusal to let their ships 
pass through the Suez Canal, 
plus attempts to block their ir­ 
rigation projects, flood their 
limited territory with hostile 
refugees, isolate them in the 
United Nations, bar them from 
other international organiza­ 
tions and, in brief, banish Is­ 
rael from contacts with the 
World. 
None of these has succeeded. 
They have not succeeded be­ 
cause in the battle of David 
and 
Goliath, of the agility, 
determination, and indomitable 
spirit of the Jewish people. But 
what of the future? C^n one 
small nation hold out forever 
against such odds? 
The probable answer is; Given 
enough aid by American jews, 
plus 
modern 
m issiles from 
France to offset the German 
scientist-made missiles 
in 
Egypt, Israel can survive. How­ 
ever, no area wants to live un­ 
der such tension. 
So the real long-range solution 
for the Near East is peaceful 
cooperation between Israel and 
its Arab neighbors. Israel’s 
scientists, doctors, and econ­ 
omists have much to offer the 
Arabs in the way of health, 
harnessing the sun’s rays, de­ 
salinization of water, eradica­ 
tion of flies and mosquitoes, 
joint irrigation, use of elec­ 
tric power, and industrial know­ 
how. 
Nevertheless, 
the dust 
curtain between the two areas 
has long remained more opaque 
and impenetrable than the one­ 
time iron curtain between East 
and West. 
CRACKS IN CURTAIN 
A 
few 
encouraging cracks, 
however, are beginning to show 
in the dust curtain. 
One was the election to 
the 
Israeli Knesset last Novem­ 
ber of Yuri Avnery, editor of 
“ This World,” who ran on a 
ticket of cooperation with the 
Arabs. He had maintained that 
the Israeli government was un­ 
fair to the Arab population in­ 
side Israel and must be more 
conciliatory toward the Arab 
population outside Israel. 
Avnery, a Jew, pounded 
on 
this theme so hard that 
the 
Eshkol 
government 
cracked 
down on him with the severest 
libel law in modern times. It 
removed truth as a defense 
against libel and since Avnery 
was publishing a weekly paper, 
set up an entirely different set 
of laws for weeklies as against 
dailies. 
When it came to libel by week­ 
ly papers, not only the editor 
and publisher but the printers, 
the newsobys, and the news­ 
stand vendors were held sub­ 
ject to criminal libel, with a 
penalty of one year in prison 
if convicted. 
So Avnery decided to run for 
the Knesset, where he would 
have immunity from libel. He 
won. Furtherm ore he won by a 
commanding 
margin, 
almost 
enough to elect two Knesset 
members instead of one. 
Avnery’s first move as 
a 
member of the Knesset 
was 
to propose an Israeli 
Arab 
serve as speaker. He got no­ 


where. But he plans further 
moves, namely appointment of 
an Arab as Deputy Minister of 
Religion, since there are both 
Christians and Moslems living 
in Israel. On this he may win. 
On the other side of the dust 
curtain, President Bourguibaof 
Tunisia has bolted the rigid 
anti - Israel 
stand of Egypt’s 
Nasser and said that Israel of­ 
fers opportunities for peaceful 
coexistence 
with 
the 
Arab 
world. 
The governments of Lebanon 
and Jordan, while not vocal, are 
known to hope for peaceful co­ 
existence. King Hussein of Jor­ 
dan cannot come out for this 
any more than Gov. Orval Fau- 
bus of Arkansas can officially 
endorse 
school 
integration. 
Nevertheless, Faubus is in­ 
tegrating the schools of Arkan­ 
sas while King Hussein is care­ 
fully avoiding war. 
SECOND-CLASS CITIZENS 
Meanwhile, Israel has a great 
opportunity to make the Arabs 
inside its 
own boundaries 
a 
model of Jewish-Moslem coop­ 
eration. 
There are 
210,000 
Arabs living inside Israel; most 
of them are still under military 
rule. A group of prominent Jew­ 
ish and Arab professors and in­ 
tellectuals have organized “ The 
Jewish-Arab committee for the 
Abolition of Military Govern­ 
ment;” but despite their ef­ 
forts, the Knesset voted, 
in 
February, 1963, 57 to 56, to 
continue military rule. 
Prem ier Eshkol had prom­ 
ised to put across “ far-reach­ 
ing reform s” in military gov­ 
ernment for the Arabs, but 
those reforms turned out to 
be so pallid that various Knes­ 
set members vigorously de­ 
nounced them. Said Y. Khazan, 
a member of the Mapan party: 
“ This administration has re­ 
legated the Arabs to the status 
of second-class citizens.” 
The Arab population inside 
Israel has be ne fifed by the high­ 
er Israeli standard of living 
and increased job opportuni­ 
ties; 
however, 
young Arabs 
coming from Galilee to Haifa 
to get jobs find housing almost 
impossible. 
Jewish 
families 
will not take them in; so young 
Arabs either have to adopt Jew­ 
ish names or commute long 
distances to and from 
their 
homes. The government has 
promised to build a hostel for 
Arab workers, but so far has 
not done so. 
The treatment of Arabs inside 
Israel remains the most im­ 
portant step the Israel govern­ 
ment could take toward remov­ 
ing the dust curtain which now 
separates two Semitic people 
who should be working together 
for peace. 
NEW YORK STRIKE 
CASUALTIES 
There will be two important 
casualties of the New York 
transit strike in addition to the 
public whose suffering is al­ 
ready well advertised. They 
are; 
1. Organized labor, which will 
have an increasingly difficult 
time ending the right-to-work 
•laws in the current session of 
Congress and is certain to face 
demands for the compulsory 
arbitration of utilities disputes. 
2. The political chances 
of 
Mayor John Lindsay, hitherto 
talked about as a dark horse 
GOP candidate for President. 
■ 
Those who have watched the 
past gyrations of peripatetic 
Mike Quill point to the fact 
that never before since he or­ 
ganized the transit workers in 
1935 has Mike called a strike. 
He has customarily played the 
game of brinkmanship. He has 
walked right up within minutes 


of a strike but never called it. 
This time, however, he wasn’t 
dealing with his old friend, ex­ 
mayor Bob Wagner, but with a 
new Republican mayor, who in 
the first place didn’t understand 
Mike’s gallic gyrations; second, 
strongly suspected that Mike, a 
Democrat, wanted to wipe the 
political sheen off the man some 
Republicans were grooming the 
the White House in 1968. 
At any rate, there is no ques­ 
tion that Mike Quill was deter­ 
mined to go to jail from the 
very start, and to take his 
colleagues with him. 
There is also no question that 
nobody could 
get him and his 
transit leaders out of jail. They 
liked it there and wanted to 
stay. 
Quill came in with demands 
which were astronomical and 
which the city of New York 
couldn’t possibly meet. 
It is 
true that Mike faced some dis­ 
satisfaction among his workers. 
His motormen felt that they 
were underpaid compared with 
motormen on the Hudson 
and 
Manhattan. His bus drivers felt 
they were paid less that the dri­ 
vers of refuse trucks in Man­ 
hattan. And electrical workers 
who worked at the city power 
house and other private firms 
who 
operated under a higher 
wage 
contract 
negotiated by 
Harry Van Arsdale of the In­ 
ternational 
Brotherhood 
of 
Electrical Workers. Van Ars­ 
dale, incidentally, held up the 
electrical industry of New York 
for the highest wages in history, 
whereby some of his men get 
around $600 a week. 
Mayor 
Lindsay 
played the 
game straight. He made a per­ 
fectly fair offer, which 
was 
rejected out of hand. It was ob­ 
vious at the very start that the 
transit workers had no real idea 
of bona fide negotiations and 
that Mike Quill was determined 
to go to jail. 
In the past, Mayor Wagner, the 
late Mayor Bill O’Dwyer, and 
Mayor Vincent Impelliteri al­ 
ways allowed room for a neutral 
negotiator to come in and reach 
a settlement. Either Anna Ros­ 
enberg OI. Arthur Goldberg, or 
in 
a couple of cases, John L. 
Lewis, then Czar of the United 
Mine Workers, or the late Phil 
Murray, organizer of the CIO, 
came in to negotiate a settle­ 
ment. 
This time, Mayor Lindsay got 
some 
sane advice from his 
friend Alex Rose, president of 
the United Hatters, Cap and Mil­ 
linery 
Workers International 
Union, and from Dave Dubinsky, 
head of the International Ladies 
Garment Workers, to stay aloof 
from 
the negotiations while 
Mike Quill blew off steam. But 
this time it didn’t work. This 
time Mike didn’t play his old 
game of brinkmanship. He went 
over the brink. 
All this has not only created 
a sour taste with the people 
of New York as far as labor 
unions are concerned but has 
had its repercussions in Wash­ 
ington. 
It is almost certain, there­ 
fore, that legislation will be in­ 
troduced at this session of Con­ 
gress setting up some form of 
compulsory arbitration for un­ 
ions 
operating power plants, 
telephones, subways, bus com­ 
panies and other forms of pub­ 
lic transportation. 
Congress­ 
men point out that the New York 
transit controversy affects not 
merely eight million people but 
the rest of the nation. Had 
Mayor Lindsay yielded to an in­ 
flationary

increase it 
would 
have been reflected in 
other wage demands all over the

LEAVE IT TO THE COURT? 
Some of the scattered opposition to Prop­ 
osition No. 3, on Missouri House redistrict­ 
ing, now' argues that it would be better to 
let a federal court accomplish this task. Who 
would gain by that? 
Nobody can be certain what the court would 
do. It might order an at-large election of State 
Representatives. In that case some of the rural 
and Republican opponents of Proposition No. 3 
would surely lose House representation in the 
tide of urban votes. 
No, the opponents argue, the court would 
not do that; it would reapportion the House 
itself. They cannot be sure. If the court did 
reapportion, it would probably do a good job 
—and that means it would save no seats for 
rural and minority groups that do not deserve 
them. 
Even so, the opponents contend, it would 
be better to rely on the court than on a com­ 
mission controlled by a partisan Governor. 
Controlled how? Under Proposition No. 3 the 
Governor could only appoint a redistricting 
commission from names proposed by ten Re­ 
publican and ten Democratic district commit­ 
tees. In these circumstances a Governor would 
have trouble trying to control his own party’s 
choices, much less those of the opposition 
party. 
Proposition No. 3 offers a procedure sim­ 
ilar to that long and satisfactorily employed 
for the State Senate. The sudden criticism of 
it seems partly to be a hangover from efforts 
of outstate House leaders to retain control 
over their seats. As the Missouri League of 
W omen Voters indicates, in supporting the Prop­ 
osition, reapportionment is no place for legisla­ 
tive self-interest, or for partisanship. 
Not even the opponents would gain anything 
by letting the court tackle House apportion­ 
ment. Missouri would lose an opportunity to 
settle the problem constitutionally, once and for 
all. The state cannot expect the courts to assume 
the responsibility of drawing legislative districts 
every ten years. Indeed, the court expressly 
recognized that this was the state’s responsi­ 
bility; the court will act only if the state does 
not. 
Nobody has proposed nearly as sound an 
answer to Missouri’s responsibility as Prop­ 
osition No. 3. It offers a fair, tested and final 
answer. Missouri- voters should' accept tt at 
the polls on Friday, and not expect the court 
to do what they can do for themselves,

He is using television heavily in 
his bid for votes, forsaking the usual soap box, 
beat-the-bushes and hand shaking campaign tour. 
Reagan once was a Democrat. He left the party 
in 1960 when he helped Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon in his unsuccessful attempt to defeat 
the late President John F. Kennedy. 
In Sikeston Reagan denied that he had left 
the Democratic fold. “The party left me,” 
he said. 
The difference between a Democrat and Re­ 
publican is somewhat blurred everywhere in the 
country but none more than in California. It 
was once possible for members of both major 
parties to run on both party tickets there. This 
has been changed. 
It is sometimes difficult to remember whether 
Chief Justice Earl Warren of the United States 
supreme court is a Republican or Democrat. 
He is a Republican but the liberal segment of 
both the Democratic and Republican parties in 
California elected him to the governorship of 
that state. 
Party labels don’t mean much in the nation’s 
most populous state. 
Reagan offers the voters a well known face, 
an engaging personality and his campaign is 
described as being particularly well financed— 
not a minor factor in this electronic campaign 
age.

THE BACK OF THE POVERTY FRONT 
At the peak of depression back in the *30s, 
mortgage foreclosures hit an annual total of two 
hundred and fifty thousand. During the first two 
quarters of 1965 FHA mortgage foreclosures 
have been running at the rate of thirty thousand 
each quarter or an annual rate of a hundred and 
twenty thousand. 
It can be safely assumed that each such fore­ 
closure represents a shattered dream on the part 
of the purchasers who for one reason or another 
simply could not keep up the payments on their 
homes. 
It is also safe to assume that each such fore­ 
closure represented an addition to the welfare 
load in the county or state, particularly since it 
is the policy of the Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion to proceed with foreclosure only as a last 
resort. 
No small part of the problem of financial self- 
sufficiency for every individual in every family in 
the lower income brackets is the punishing bur­ 
den of the cost of government. If the financial 
wheels of the small family-sized business are to 
turn at all, there must first be overcome the 
dead weight of carrying along the spendthrift and 
far too expensive conglomeration of government­ 
al agencies and their reports. Some of the se have 
their own taxing authority. Those without it seem 
to easily persuade legislative bodies to expand 
the burden on the taxpayer. Along with their in­ 
creasing cut out of every paycheck, the many 
agencies of government produce their own show­ 
er of official forms which must be filled out or 
subject to summons, etc. 
The average small person struggling to sur­ 
vive and attempting to attend to his own business 
finds that he must first take care of everybody 
else and that the agencies of government have 
made his business their business. 
If he fails, he is just another statistic to gov- 
ernment--but not to those who depend on him for 
a paycheck along with his own family. 
This is the back side of the property front that 
the politicians and bureaucrats don’t like to talk 
about.

THE TWENTY- 
SECOND AMENDMENT 
The Constitution of the Uni 
ted States sets up a structure 
of limitations on the power of 
government which is one of the 
most carefully designed, and 
for a long time was much the 
most successful, in all history. 
This was the main purpose of 
the founders, and they achieved 
It. 
Still, many Americans of 1788 
who voted on the ratification of 
the Constitution were not satis­ 
fied that its system of checks 
and balances alone would suf­ 
fice to rule out tyranny. So they 
Insisted on the adoption of a Bill 
of Rights which would specif­ 
ically protect Individual liberty. 
Several states made this an 
ironclad condition for their ap­ 
proval of the Constitution. 
The Bill of Rights was put In 


the form of the first ten amend­ 
ments to the Constitution and 
was adopted without significant 
dissent. Since then, there have 
been fourteen additional amend­ 
ments to our Constitution. 
Several of these later amend­ 
ments have set limits on the 
powers of state governments. 
The effect of this, through deci­ 
sions by federal 
courts, has 
been to extend the power of 
the federal government. Only 
one amendment since the Bill 
of Rights has set an additional 
limit on the powers of the fed­ 
eral government, grown so gi­ 
gantic In the twentieth century. 
That one is the Twenty-Sec­ 
ond Amendment which lim its 
the length of time any man may 
serve as president of the Uni­ 
ted States to two elected four- 
year term s. That amendment 
stands as a firm barrier to any 
would-be American dictator. I 
take great pride in my success 
In getting the last twelve state 
legislatures to ratify.

Leaders of Paralyzing Transit 
Strike Refused to Leave Prison 
to Speed Peace 
New York: — For generation 
onto generation historians will 
dolefully record in their his­ 
tories of civilian strife that 
labor leaders were heaved into 
the dungeons during the great 
transit strike of 1966. 
Therefore be It also recorded 
that there now Is evidence that 
this was all a hoax and that 
the nine Interned transit union 
leaders wanted to stay In the 
stir, and that they could have 
walked In and out of jail with­ 
out ending the paralysis and that 
many of those on the Inside 
knew it. 
This includes those who were 
shouting loudest for the re ­ 
lease of the Imprisoned pro­ 
letarians. They knew because 
they were told by the Trans­ 
port Workers Union’s "second 
line of command" to keep their 
noses out of the union's affairs 
and not to put real heat on for 
release 
of Quill's personal 
m artyrs. 
The words from the union's 
negotiators were: "Mind your 
own business. Let them stay 
In prison. We don't want them 
out now." This was told to a 
delegation of very startled la­ 
bor leaders 
about 
ll p.m. 
Thursday, Jan. 6, in a lush 
Hotel Americana suite, today's 
version of the Paris Commune's 
barricades. 
It all began when the very 
dedicated Harry Van Arsdale, 
J r., president of the city's mil- 
llon-member 
Central 
Labor 
Council -- who burns daylight 
and magically avoids sleeping— 
called tike Council's executive 
committee together that Thurs­ 
day. 
There came to the Hotel Com­ 
modore the powerful and tra ­ 
ditionally the best Informed la­ 
bor leaders In the land. But 
they soon discovered they knew 
not what Mike Quill wanted. 
The Blunderer was with oxygen 
In Bellevue Hospital. So Harry 
said Mike's real second-in- 
command,

But the hour was late. The

Nominally, It Is Mr. C/Grady 
who had asked for hustling the 
rebels into the bastille. The 
itinerant labor delegation asked 
the allegedly terrible 0*Grady 
why he liad rushed Mike's men 
to the pokey. And why does he 
not free them. 
"And what makes you think 
they want to come (Hit?" asked 
the weary Joe CGrady with a 
soft smile. 
And so the crusading laborites 
went to see the terrible-tem ­ 
pered, 
proletarian^ - prosed 
Douglas MacMahon, head of the 
striking union’s "second line of 
command." We can get your 
people out of prison, at least 
we can get Matty out, they said 
in effect. And then in effect, 
MacMahon snapped, why don't 
you fellows mind your own busi­ 
ness? Leave Matty alone. Leave 
them all alone. Leave the union 
alone. Let them stay in prison, 
It's good for the strike. 
Thus the release 
of Matty 
Gulnan was vetoed. They stayed 
In 
prison. 
On Sunday, when 
everybody was trying to get the 
transit 
machinery 
running 
again, for the good of the city 
and for the good of the nation, 
which 
now was feeling the ef­ 
fects of strangulation in Got­ 
ham, Matty had another chance 
to get out. So did the others— 
without ending the strike. Mayor 
Lindsay was ready to send po­ 
lice cars for them to come to 
City Hall and negotiate. But 
once more the union braln- 
trust decided to prolong the 
martyrdom. 
Yet all this time the labor 
leaders here were shouting for 
the release of the persecuted. 
They had no other course. How 
can you leave a brother In the 
can — even lf it has built In 
television? 
And all this time they were 
saying their release would be 
a contribution towards shorten­ 
ing the dispute. 
And all this time the city was 
losing $100 million a day. 
All this time the world was 
being told that the biggest snag 
to settlement was the release 
of the prisoners.

TEL AVIV—No country 
In 
modern history has had such 
odds lined up against it as Is­ 
rael. 
It is surrounded, directly or 
indirectly, by 13 Arab nations 
with a population of IOO mil­ 
lion people holding 4 million 
square miles of territory. Is­ 
rael has only 8,000 miles of 
territory, In which live only 
2,500,000 people. At one point 
Israel Is only 7 miles wide. 
Tlxjse two and a half mil­ 
lion people have experienced 
an Arab boycott of their prod- 
cuts, a refusal to let their ships 
pass through the Suez Canal, 
plus attempts to block their ir­ 
rigation projects, flood their 
limited territory with hostile 
refugees, Isolate them In the 
United Nations, bar them from 
other International organiza­ 
tions and, In brief, banish Is­ 
rael from contacts with the 
World. 
None of these has succeeded. 
They have not succeeded be­ 
cause in the battle of David 
and 
Goliath, of the agility, 
determination, and indomitable 
spirit of the Jewish people. But 
what of the future? Can one 
small nation hold out forever 
against such odds? 
The probable answer Isj Given 
enough aid by American Jews, 
plus 
modern 
m issiles from 
France to offset the German 
scientist-made m issiles 
In 
Egypt, Israel can survive. How­ 
ever, no area wants to live un­ 
der such tension. 
So the real long-range solution 
for the Near East Is peaceful 
cooperation between Israel and 
its Arab neighbors. Israel's 
scientists, doctors, and econ­ 
omists have much to offer the 
Arabs in the way of health, 
harnessing the sun's rays, de­ 
salinization of water, eradica­ 
tion of flies and mosquitoes, 
joint Irrigation, use of elec­ 
tric power, and industrial know­ 
how. 
Nevertheless, 
the dust 
curtain t*tween the two areas 
has long remained more opaque 
and impenetrable than the one­ 
time Iron curtain between East 
and West. 
CRACKS IN CURTAIN 
A 
few 
encouraging cracks, 
however, are beginning to show 
in the dust curtain. 
One was the election to the 
Israeli Knesset last Novem­ 
ber of Yurt Avnery, editor of 
"This W orld," who ran on a 
ticket of cooperation with the 
Arabs. He had maintained that 
the Israeli government was un­ 
fair to the Arab population In­ 
side israel and must be more 
conciliatory toward the Arab 
population outside Israel. 
Avnery, a Jew, pounded on 
this theme so hard that 
the 
Eshkol 
government 
cracked 
down on him with the severest 
libel law In modern times. It 
removed truth as a defense 
against libel and since Avnery 
was publishing a weekly paper, 
set up an entirely different set 
of laws for weeklies as against 
dallies. 
When It came to llhel by week­ 
ly papers, not only the editor 
and publisher but the printers, 
the newsobys, and the news­ 
stand vendors were held sub­ 
ject to crim inal libel, with a 
penalty of one year In prison 
if convicted. 
So Avnery decided to run for 
the Knesset, where he would 
have Immunity from libel. He' 
won. Furtherm ore he won by a 
commanding 
margin, 
almost 
enough to elect two Knesset 
members Instead of one. 
Avnery's first move! as 
a 
member of the Knesset 
was 
to propose an Israeli 
Arab 
serve as speaker. He got no> 


where. But he plans further 
moves, namely appointment of 
an Arab as Deputy Minister of 
Religion, since there are both 
Christians and Moslems living 
in Israel. On this he may win. 
On the other side of the dust 
curtain, President Bourguibaof 
Tunisia has bolted the rigid 
anti - Israel 
stand of Egypt's 
Nasser and said that Israel of­ 
fers opportunities for peaceful 
coexistence 
with 
the 
Arab 
world. 
The governments of Lebanon 
and Jordan, while not vocal, are 
known to hope for peaceful co­ 
existence. King Hussein of Jo r­ 
dan cannot come out for this 
any more than Gov. Orval Fau- 
bus of Arkansas can officially 
endorse 
school 
Integration. 
Nevertheless, Faubus Is In­ 
tegrating the schools of Arkan­ 
sas while King Hussein is care­ 
fully avoiding war. 
SECOND-CLASS CITIZENS 
Meanwhile, Israel has a great 
opportunity to make the Arabs 
inside its 
own boundaries 
a 
model of Jew ish-Moslem coop­ 
eration. * There are 
210,000 
Arabs living inside Israel; most 
of them are still under military 
rule. A group of prominent Jew­ 
ish and Arab professors and In­ 
tellectuals have organized "The 
Jew ish-Arab committee for the 
Abolition of Military Govern­ 
m ent;" but despite their ef­ 
forts, the Knesset voted, 
In 
February, 1963, 57 to 56, to 
continue military rule. 
Prem ier Eshkol had prom­ 
ised to put across "far-reach­ 
ing reform s" In military gov­ 
ernment for the Arabs, but 
those reforms turned out to 
be so pallid that various Knes­ 
set members vigorously de­ 
nounced them. Said Y. Khazan, 
a member of the Mapan party: 
"This administration has re­ 
legated the Arabs to the status 
of second-class citizens." 
The Arab population Inside 
Israel has benefited by the high­ 
er Israeli standard of living 
and increased job opportuni­ 
ties; 
however, 
young Arabs 
coming from Galilee to Haifa 
to get jobs find housing almost 
Impossible. 
Jewish 
families 
will not take them in; so young 
Arabs either have to adopt Jew­ 
ish names or commute long 
distances to and from 
their 
homes, The government has 
promised to build a hostel for 
Arab workers, but so far has 
not done so. 
The treatment of Arabs Inside 
Israel remains the most Im­ 
portant step the Israel govern­ 
ment could take toward remov­ 
ing the dust curtain which now 
separates two Semitic people 
who should be working together 
for peace. 
NEW YORK STRIKE 
CASUALTIES 
There will be two important 
casualties of the New York 
transit strike in addition to the 
public whose suffering Is al­ 
ready well advertised. They 
are: 
1. Organized labor, which will 
have an increasingly difficult 
time ending the rlght-to-work 
•laws in the current session of 
Congress and is certain to face 
demands for the compulsory 
arbitration of utilities disputes. 
2. The political chances 
of 
Mayor John Lindsay, hitherto 
talked about as a dark horse 
GOP candidate for President. 
Those who have watched the 
past gyrations of peripatetic 
Mike Quill point to the tact 
that never before since he or­ 
ganized the transit workers In 
1935 has Mike called a strike. 
He has customarily played the 
game of brinkmanship. He las 
walked right up within minutes 


of a strike but never called it, 
This time, however, he wasn't 
dealing with his old friend, ex- 
mayor Bob Wagner, but with a 
new Republican mayor, who In 
the first place didn’t understand 
Mike's gallic gyrations; second, 
strongly suspected that Mike, a 
Democrat, wanted to wipe the 
political sheen off the man some 
Republicans were grooming the 
the White House In 1968. 
At any rate, there is no ques­ 
tion that Mike Quill was deter­ 
mined to go to jail from the 
very start, and to take his 
colleagues with him. 
There Is also no question that 
nobody could 
get him and his 
transit leaders out of jail. They 
liked it there and wanted to 
stay. 
Quill came In with demands 
which were astronomical and 
which the city of New York 
couldn't possibly meet. 
It is 
true that Mike faced some dis­ 
satisfaction among his workers. 
His motormen felt that they 
were underpaid compared with 
motormen on the Hudson 
and 
Manhattan. His bus drivers felt 
they were paid less that the dri­ 
vers of refuse trucks in Man­ 
hattan. And electrical workers 
who worked at the city power 
house and other private firm s 
who operated under a higher 
wage 
contract 
negotiated by 
Harry Van Arsdale of the In­ 
ternational 
Brotherhood 
of 
Electrical Workers. Van Ars­ 
dale, incidentally, held up the 
electrical Industry of New York 
for the highest wages in history, 
whereby some of his men get 
around $600 a week. 
Mayor 
Lindsay 
played the 
game straight. He made a per­ 
fectly fair offer, which 
was 
rejected out of hand. It was ob­ 
vious at the very start that the 
transit workers had no real Idea 
of bona fide negotiations and 
that Mike Quill was determined 
to go to jail. 
In the past, Mayor Wagner, the 
late Mayor Bill O 'Dwyer, and 
Mayor Vincent Impelllteri al­ 
ways allowed room for a neutral 
negotiator to come In and reach 
a settlement. Either Anna Ros­ 
enberg oi Arthur Goldberg, or 
in 
a couple of cases, John L. 
Lewis, then Czar of the United 
Mine Workers, or the late Phil 
Murray, organizer of the CIO, 
came In to negotiate a settle­ 
ment. 
This time, Mayor Lindsay got 
some 
sane advice from his 
friend Alex Rose, president of 
the United Hatters, Cap and Mil­ 
linery 
Workers International 
Union, and from Dave Dublnsky, 
head of the International Ladles 
Garment Workers, to stayalool 
from 
the negotiations while 
Mike Quill blew off steam . But 
this time it didn’t work. This 
time Mike didn't play his old 
game of brinkmanship. He went 
over the brink. 
All this has not only created 
a sour taste with the people 
of New York as far as labor 
unions are concerned but has 
had Its repercussions in Wash­ 
ington. 
It Is almost certain, there­ 
fore, that legislation will be In­ 
troduced at this session of Con­ 
gress setting up some form of 
compulsory arbitration for un­ 
ions 
operating power plants, 
telephones subways, bus com­ 
panies and other forms of pub­ 
lic transportation. 
Congress­ 
men point out that the New York 
transit controversy affects not 
merely eight million people but 
the 
r e s t 
of 
the 
nation. Had 
Mayor Lindsay yielded to an In­ 
flationary

increase it 
would

other wage demands all over the

Foods In U. S. 


By SALLY RYAN 
NEW YORK AP — The world 
produced more food than ever 
in 1965, but it couldn’t keep 
up with the baby boom. 
The U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture 
reported world food 
production was up I 1/2 per 
cent, but the population in­ 
creased 2 per cent. 
Coffee production was up 51 
per cent, but potato production 
was down 7 per cent, sugar 3 
per cent and apples and pears 
9 per cent. The rice crop was 
about the same as the big 1964 
total, and wheat output was 
down slightly. 
The booming 
demand 
from 
Asia and South America in par­ 
ticular lifted U.S. rice exports 
to a record, and raised the 
threat of tight supplies at home. 
Growers in Arkansas, Missis­ 
sippi, Missouri, Texas andCal- 
ifornia 
produced 3.5 million 
tons of rice last year, a record. 
Usually South Viet Nam ex­ 
ports 300,000 to 400,000 tons of 
rice, but with the war, now it 
is importing rice — much of it 
from the United States. 
The United States is feeding 
more of the world. 
India, 
stricken by severe 
drought, will receive 1.5 million 
tons of food grains this winter. 
Chickens have been flown to 
Chile, hard-hit by storms. 
More than half of the wheat, 
soybeans, dried peas and milled 
rice produced in the 
United 
States end up abroad. 
At home, prices of canned 
corn are inching up, but canned 
pineapple is plentiful, and so is 
pineapple juice. 
Prices of frozen orange juice 
concentrate have dropped with 
the big crop.

Foods In U. S.

NEW YORK AP — The world 
produced m ore food than ever 
in 1965, but it couldn’t keep 
up with the baby boom. 
The U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture 
reported world food 
production was up I 1/2 per 
cent, but the population in­ 
creased 2 per cent. 
Coffee production was up 51 
per cent, but potato production 
was down 7 per cent, sugar 3 
per cent and apples and pears 
9 per cent. The rice crop was 
about the sam e as the big 1964 
total, and wheat output was 
down slightly. 
The booming 
demand 
from 
Asia and South America in par­ 
ticular lifted U.S. rice exports 
to a record, and raised the 
threat of tight supplies at home. 
G row ers in Arkansas, M issis­ 
sippi, M issouri, Texas andC al- 
ifornia 
produced 3.5 million 
tons of rice last year, a record. 
Usually south Viet Nam ex­ 
ports 300,000 to 400,000 tons of 
rice, but with the war, now it 
is importing rice — much of it 
from the United States. 
The United States is feeding 
m ore of the world. 
India, 
stricken by severe 
drought, will receive 1.5 million 
tons of food grains this w inter. 
Chickens have been flown to 
Chile, hard-hit by storm s. 
More than half of the wheat, 
soybeans, dried peas and milled 
rice produced in the 
United 
States end up abroad. 
At home, prices of canned 
corn are inching up, but canned 
pineapple is plentiful, and so is 
pineapple Juice.

Rozd ie has said he regarded 
the dispute a matter to be re­ 
solved between the Rams, Allen 
and Halas. 
Wednesday’s hearing brought 
a charge by Bear counsel that 
owner Dan Reeves of the Rams 
“ is on trial in absentia for what 
he has done by waving the al­ 
mighty dollar” to cause Allen to 
jump a Bear contract extending 
through 1967. 
Allen’s lawyer, Albert E . Jen- 
ner, told the court that Halas 
“ welched after giving Allen per­ 
mission to negotiate for the 
Rams job which he did not think 
Allen could get.” 
Allen testified that he assumed 
he had verbal permission from 
Halas to try for the Ram job, 
but never did get a formal go­ 
ahead during his negotiations 
with Reeves between Dec. 28 
and Jan. 4.

ABOUT OUR SCHOOLS 


by LYNN TWITTY 


Last week, according to DI- 
rector of 
Lib rary Services, 
Fred Huff, our 
Senior High 
School library 
had developed 
to the extent that it now con­ 
tains 
over 10,000 volumes of 
books 
and 
lib rary material 
available to the students and 
to the community. This makes 
it one of the superior high school 
lib raries in the entire Midwest 
and is the attainment of a goal 
which M r. Huff set when 
he 
took over lib rary services for 
the school. It now fully meets 
the standards of the North Cen­ 
tral Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. 
Not only are the books avail­ 
able, but they are being used 
and the same thing can be said 
of the Middle School library 
where M rs. Polly Hanks is in 
charge. Principals and teach­ 
ers in the elementary schools 
also report a study growth in 
the acquisition of study 
ma­ 
terials and the use of them. 
In the school year of I960- 
61 there were only 'IOO volumes 
available in the high school and 
the circulation for that 
year 
was 8,359. Both the number of 
volumes 
and the circulation 
have grown and the circula­ 
tion for last year was 30,089 
and 
already 
students 
have 
_ checked 
out 
over 
14,000 
volumes since this school year 
started. 
We doubt that there is a bet­ 
ter measure of the effort of a 
school system in trying 
to 
provide 
educational 
ex­ 
periences than is the circula­ 
tion of library and learning ma­ 
terials. We commend M r. Huff 
and our faculty for this growth 
and effort and we expect it to 
continue at the same progres­ 
sive 
rate. 
None of 
this, of 
course, would have been pos­ 
sible without the support of an 
educational minded Board and 
community.

Very briefly, this amendment 
allows school boards to levy up 
to $1.25 per $100 of assessed 
valuation and allows school dis­ 
tricts to vote an additional levy 
up to $2.50 per $100 assessed 
valuation by a majority 
vote. 
\t present, 
school districts 
can levy $100 without voters 
ipproval and an additional levy 
jp to $2 may be voted by ma­ 
jority vote. It does not, and we 
*epeat does not, mean an in­ 
crease in taxes. . . It only 
-^ives voters more freedom to 
determine the qualify of their 
schools. 
This does not particularly ef­ 
fect us at the present time, 
but there are at least 60 school 
districts in the state who are 
having difficulty in voting the 
levies needed to support their 
schools and 
the passage 
of 
Amendment 2 would give 
the 
voters a better opportunity to 
support good school programs. 


Our school district may be in 
the category in the future and 
we would be handicapped in sup­ 
porting our schools under the 
present law. 
We hope that all citizens who 
believe in good education 
for 
their children w ill go the polls 
Friday, January 14, and vote 
Y ES for Constitutional Amend­ 
ment 2. 
This proposition is supported 
by the Missouri Association of 
School Boards, The 
Missouri 
Congress of Parents and Teach­ 
ers, and the Missouri 
State 
Teachers* Association. It was 
placed on the ballot by our Rep­ 
resentatives in the 
Missouri 
General Assembly and none of 
them voted against it. Vote for 
Amendment 2 to improve Mis­ 
souri schools. It does not mean 
an increase in taxes. 


The total education of every 
child is the aim of our School 
Board. It is their philosphy, 
that of the adm inistrators and 
of the Music Department that 
music education is a part of 
the general education of stu­ 
dents. For that reason 
the 
Music education curriculum of 
our school includes these gen­ 
eral areas. 
1. Daily instruction in singing 
and 
music 
fundamentals 
in 
grades I through 6 in

classroom.

instruments of the orchestra 
and band in grades 6 through 
12. 
4. Middle School Orchestra. 
5. Three Middle School Bands. 
6. Vocal and Instrumental Solo 
and Ensemble training in grades 
9 through 12.

Last week, according to Di­ 
rector of 
Lib rary Services, 
Fred Huff, our 
Senior High 
School library 
had developed

Pictures Record Viet Can Aid 
Nam War Growth 
Business 


SAIGON, South Viet Nara AP— 
The 
war in Viet Nam 
grew 
rapidly in 1965 and this growth 
was recorded in many memor­ 
able pictures on the side of the 
Vietnamese government and its 
allies. 
Cameramen from many na­ 
tions went into combat with 
U.S., Vietnamese,Korean,Aus­ 
tralian and New Zealand troops 
to picture the victories and de­ 
feats, the horror and sorrow and 
the rare moments of humor and 
cheer. 
But 
the 
world 
got 
only 
glimpses, usually 
colored in 
propaganda, of the war as seen 
through the eyes of the Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese. 
Communist photographers did, 
however, 
record 
their side. 
Most of the pictures were never 
released for worldwide viewing, 
but they were given wide dis­ 
tribution throughout Viet Nam. 
They presented a special view 
designed to show only a fav­ 
orable record. 
Capture 
of a series of these 
pictures 
gives 
the 
Western 
world a look at the enemy in 
Viet Nam as he sees himself. 
The pictures were seized by a 
unit of the U.S. 101st Airborne 
Division which stormed into a 
V let Cong encampment about 30 
miles northwest of Saigon. 
Despite water stains and dirt, 
the pictures are of good quality. 
All carried caption lines, some 
extensive. Many had an identi­ 
fication stamp that said; ‘‘Na­ 
tional Liberation Front infor­ 
mation-Saigon, 
Cholon, 
Gia 
Dinh.” 
Gia Dinh is the province that 
surrounds the capital. Cholon is 


the Chinese quarter of Saigon. 
The stamp itself could hardly be 
challenged for the 
Viet Cong 
have demonstrated an ability to 
operate in and near the city. 
One shot, said to have been 
taken within Gia Dinh Province, 
showed Viet Cong riflemen re­ 
moving parts from a wrecked 
vehicle the caption described as 
an amphibious tank. Actually 
the vehicle was an armored per­ 
sonnel carrier, a type knocked 
out frequently by Viet Cong now 
well armed with recoilless ri­ 
fles. 
There are rarely seen views 
of Viet Cong medical treatment 
of Communist soldiers wounded 
in action. One showed a wounded 
guerrilla with a bandage around 
his head and blood on his face 
and uniform. 
A woman kneels beside him, 
giving him a drink of water 
from an American-type canteen 
cup, while another Viet Cong 
holds him up. 
Other pictures show destroyed 
outposts and hamlets, pieces of 
crashed helicopters, Commu­ 
nist troops marching or lined 
up in formation. 
Pictures have been captured 
in the past from the Viet Cong, 
some showing Viet Cong units 
drilling and training. 
The pictures seized ny the 
101st Division paratroopers, 
however, give a wider view of 
the fighting as seen by the Com­ 
munist side, a view that appears 
aimed in part at least at show­ 
ing the nearness of Viet Cong 
strength to the nation’s capital.

SAIGON, South Viet Nam AP— 
The 
war in Viet Nam grew 
rapidly in 1965 and this growth 
was recorded in many memor­ 
able pictures on the side of the 
Vietnamese government and its 
allies. 
Cameramen from many na­ 
tions went into combat with 
U.S., Vietnamese, Korean, Aus­ 
tralian and New Zealand troops 
to picture the victories and de­ 
feats, the horror and sorrow and 
the rare moments of humor and 
cheer.

glimpses, usually 
colored in 
propaganda, of the war as seen 
through the eyes of the Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese. 
Communist photographers did, 
however, record their side. 
Most of the pictures were never 
released for worldwide viewing, 
but they were given wide dis­ 
tribution throughout Viet Nam. 
They presented a special view 
designed to show only a fav­ 
orable record. 
Capture of a series of these 
pictures 
gives the Western 
world a look at the enemy in 
Viet Nam as he sees himself. 
The pictures were seized by a 
unit of the U.S. 101st Airborne 
Division which stormed into a 
Viet Cong encampment about 30 
miles northwest of Saigon. 
Despite water stains and dirt, 
the pictures are of good quality. 
All carried caption lines, some 
extensive. Many had an identi­ 
fication stamp that said: ^Na­ 
tional Liberation Front infor­ 
mation-Saigon, 
Cholon, 
Gia 
Dinh” 
Gia Dinh is the province that 
surrounds the capital. Cholon is 


the Chinese quarter of Saigon. 
The stamp itself could hardly be 
challenged for the Viet Cong 
have demonstrated an ability to 
operate in and near the city. 
One shot, said to have been 
taken within Gia Dinh Province, 
showed Viet Cong riflemen re ­ 
moving parts from a wrecked 
vehicle the caption described as 
an amphibious tank. Actually 
the vehicle was an armored per­ 
sonnel carrier, a type knocked 
out frequently by Viet Cong now 
well armed with recoilless ri­ 
fles. 
There are rarely seen views 
of Viet Cong medical treatment 
of Communist soldiers wounded 
in action. One showed a wounded 
guerrilla with a bandage around 
his head and blood on his face 
and uniform. 
A woman kneels beside him, 
giving him a drink of water 
from an American-type canteen 
cup, while another Viet Cong 
holds him up. 
Other pictures show destroyed 
outposts and hamlets, pieces of 
crashed helicopters, Commu­ 
nist troops marching or lined 
up in formation. 
Pictures have been captured 
in the past from the Viet Cong, 
some showing Viet Cong units 
drilling and training. 
The pictures seized Dy the 
101st Division paratroopers, 
however, give a wider view of 
the fighting as seen by the Com­ 
munist side, a view that appears 
aimed in part at least at show­ 
ing the nearness of Viet Cong 
strength to the nation's capital.
